Dot Potato Salad* and Blond Brownies* are a step ahead 
in taste from the usual potato salad and brownies. (The 
recipes are on p. 12.) 

Soft drinks come in convenient-to-throw-away cans and 
you'll find your favorite fruit flavors at your grocer’s—grape, 
lemon-lime, orange, black cherry, and black raspberry, Non- 
fruit favors include ginger ale, cola, and root beer. 

The box in which the lunch is carried can be one you 
have in the house or one that you buy in the dime store. 

To pack: Photos below show the step-by-step packing 
process, 

1. Place ice cubes in a plastic bag. (The kind that you 
find sweaters or apples wrapped in is fine to re-use in this 
way. Of course, you won't use the ones that come with 
holes in them.) 

2. Put two cans of soft drinks in the bag and close it 
securely with a rubber band. Place this packed ice bag 
in the bottom of the box. 

3. Next comes the food-laden plate. There's nothing 
handier or easier to dispose of than a plastic-coated paper 


plate which is both grease-proof and moisture-proof, (Some, 
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shaped like a rectangle, have compartments.) Set one paper 
plate inside another (the second one will be used for 
brownies and fruit later), place polka dot salad, chicken, 
and a roll on it. Use transparent wrap over all. Place on 
top of ice bag. Fix his plate with its contents in the same 
way and cover. Place the wrapped plates one on top of the 
other. 

4. Wrap brownies in transparent wrap. Bananas are pre- 
wrapped by Mother Nature for picnic-toting. Place these 
items in the box. 

5. Tie with a gay ribbon and decorate with artificial 
daisies or in any way you prefer. 

Menu II features the second prize-winning recipe in 
Co-cd's Sandwich Contest (see p. 32), and was created by 
13-year-old Shirley Lyman of Deephaven, Minn. Shirley 
says: “Begin with two well-buttered slices of bread. Place 
a large leaf of lettuce on each slice. To bottom slice, add 
a mixture of cream cheese and potato chips. Next, add two 
slices of tomato, and salt and pepper to taste. To top it all 
off, add one sliced hard-boiled egg and remaining slice 
of bread.” 

For an “outdoor soda fountain” drink, try Quick Picnic 
Shake®, made with quick cocoa powder which dissolves 
instantly in evaporated milk, Chill and shake it well before 
the picnic, pack in thermos. Use the thermos as a shaker

She 
was on her way to work at the Plainfield, N ]., Young 
Women's Christian Association, where she is a Director of 
Health Education, when a woman stopped her, It was the 
mother of a teen-age YWCA member, who said, “I've been 
wanting to tell you what a change there has been in the per 
sonality of my daughter, Marge, since she learned to swim.” 

Francine knew Marge well. She remembered what a shy, 
retiring 12-year-old the girl had been. In a very short time 
she'd witnessed a great change, Just being able to accom 
plish this one skill of swimming had made a big difference 
in Marge’s whole being. 

That's what Francine Davis likes best about her work— 
being able to help people improve themselves physically and 
mentally and thus get more fun out of living. Inevitably, 
they, and even their loved ones, are grateful. It is Francine’s 
job to plan for the YWCA health and physical education 
programs that include swimming, gymnastics, and dancing 
for youngsters, teen-agers, and adults, 

Francine is at work now on an experimental program, a 
tumbling class for girls and boys from 2 to 5 years old. She 
says, These youngsters are at an age when it's easy to educate 
them in basic skills such as somersaults, push-ups, shoulder 
standing, work on bars. Their mothers tell us that since the 
children have been exercising, they have fewer feeding, nap- 
ping or sleeping problems.” 

Francine thinks that by encouraging tots to love exercise 
early, they'll continue to enjoy it. “Of course,” she says, 


“they are achieving coordination, balance, and good posture.

TALENT scout for one of the major 

movie studios had just finished 
interviewing a young model, Sally X. 
She really was a beautiful girl, he re- 
flected, and she had that “something 
different” that Hollywood was looking 
tor. Her face in a magazine was what 
had first attracted him. Now that he had 
seen her, he knew the photographer 
had used no trick lighting effects, That 
girl could be a star. At least she could, 
if only— 

“What did you think of her?” his

“She was lovely,” the talent scout 
replied, “but her voice was so high- 
pitched and thin that I didn’t want to 
listen to what she had to say. Also, she 
fidgeted around so much that I felt un- 
comfortable and didn’t want to look at 
her. I'm afraid she'll never make it!” 

What about you? Do you have what 
Sally X didn’t have—a pleasant, calm 
speaking voice and a pleasant, calm 
manner that spell poise? These are im- 
portant parts of anybody’s personality. 
If you don’t yet have them, take heart, 
They can be acquired. 

If you've been doing your Charm 
Course homework conscientiously, you 
already have taken the big steps toward 
poise. For just being well groomed— 
having the prettiest possible feet, hands, 
dress, posture, hair and make-up—will 
make you radiate the kind of self-confi- 
dence you need in order to be poised. 
And you have, potentially, within your- 
self, great power to control your voice, 
to make it do things for your person- 
ality. 

Being aware of the sound of voices— 
your own and- other people’s—is the 
most important step toward making 
your voice more attractive. 

You can hear how your voiee sounds 
to others by talking informally (not 
reading) into a tape recorder. If you 
haven't one at your disposal, try this: 
Stand in the corner of a room, facing

Talk Up 


The powell and control you have over your breath can 
make your voice ple asant to listen to. And that power comes 
from deep down. Speech authorities call it “resonance.” So 
talk out from your throat. Use lips, tongue, and teeth to 
enunciate your words. Practice in front of a mirror to be 
sure you aren't holding your mouth like a slot in a mailbox 
and thus either mumbling or swallowing your words. 

If your voice needs to develop a natural, relaxed tone, you 
can help it with these simple exercises. Practice yawning 
just as if it were the day after the prom—and repeat the sen 
tence: “I hope it will be a clear day.” Start to speak as you 
yawn. This will give you the feeling of a wide opened throat 
with muscles that are willing to work, and it will relax the 
tightness of your voice. 

The musical note on which most words are spoken is 
called your pitch. With excitement, most voices become 
higher and shriller With HerTvousness OF fear, some voices 
become shrill and pinched, and other voices sink to a low 
fast mumble lo find the natural pitch of your own voice, 
sit comfortably in a chair and relax, Then, remembering that 
the tone should come from deep within you, repeat slowly 
several times l hope it will be a clear day j
